BUDGET HIGHLIGHTS 


OTTAWA, March 21.—Following are highlights of the budget 
announcements made in the House of Commons this afternoon by 
Hon. E. N. Rhodes, Minister of Finance: 

The deficit on ordinary account will be $53,608,000, Adding 
special and capital expenditures, net non-active loans and advances, 
and Canadian National Railway deficits the total addition to the 
debt will be $156,122,000. The total debt at the end of March, 1933, 
is estimated $2,599,089,000. 


A conversion loan will be offered to the Canadian public when 
the proper moment arrives. The policy of the government is to 
keep interest rates of public debt as low as possible. 

The government is prepared to co-operate with the banks and 
financial institutions in reducing interest rates by lowering interest 
on postal savings deposits. 

A royal commission will study organization and workings of 
| entire Cancdian banking and monetary systems, considering argu- 
| ments for and against a central banking institution. 

The government stands for sound financial and monetary pol- 

icies. Dangers of inflation were emphasized.

In January, 1932, when people were worrying 
over the monetary depression, I had a conversation 
with a Vancouver publisher. He wondered what 
could be done. 

I suggested that he advocate in his paper a do- 
mestic currency, backed by the credit of the nation, 
pointing out that this would permit trade to be 
carried on and domestic settlements made without 
affecting the value of the gold-backed dollar for 
international settlements. I offered to write him 
an article or to donate him the idea. 

He thought for about five seconds and said, 
“It couldn't be done.”

On the same day I discussed the suggestion with 
a lawyer who was leaving the next day for Mont- 
real to do some business with the head office of 
one of the Canadian banks. He thought there 
might be something in the idea 

The day after President Roosevelt ordered the 
issuance of scrip in United States, in order to allow 
the banks to open again, I met my lawyer friend. 
Said he, “Do you remember a year or so ego sug- 
gesting a domestic currency for Canada? When I 
reached Montreal I met the president and the gen- 
eral manager of the —— Bank. They remarked on 
the trying times we were going through, and said 
they didn't see what was going to happen. At this 
I made the suggestion that what Canada needed was 
a domestic currency apart from the internetional 
currency. I hadn't finished the sentence before they 
both with one voice cried out, ‘It can’t be done’.” 

I got five seconds more consideration from my 
man than did he. Now we both have the satisfac- 
tion of seeing it done by the nation that has half 
of the monetary gold of the world in its vaults. 

“It can't be done!” That's what they told Galileo 
and Columbus.

Senator Sherman who moved its adoption in the 
Senate said, “This bill will not probably consume 
any more time than the time consumed in reading 

When asked by Senator Casserly of Calffornia 
if there was anything in the bill that would affect 
the free coinage of silver, Sherman replied (accord- 
ing to the Senate record) “It provides for coin 
which is exactly interchangeable with the English

Not a word wwe spoken to indicate that silver 
was being demonetized. The bill passed the US 
Senate without a roll call, no one voting against it 
The Associated Press announced 

“The mintage and coinage bill that passed 
the Senate this afternoon is a codification of 
all existing laws on the subject.” 

President Grant signed the bill without reading 
it, thinking it wes a mere codification measure. He 
said afterwards that had he known it was to de- 
monetize silver, he would not have signed it. Its

The effect of the bill was to double the value 

of all mortgages, bonds, and notes, and depreciate 


the value of property and products just as it has 


Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCopy——_———_—— 
EXCESSIVE INTERNAL GAS OFTEN SERIOUS 

An excessive amount of stomach and intestinal 
gas is so common that about 90% of all sick people 
complain of it. yet this symptom is largely ignored 
by medical books. A certain amount of gas in the 
alimentary tract is always present and the healthy 
person is untroubled by it, but when gas is formed 
to such an extent that it causes pain, discomfort 
cr bloating, the condition is no longer normal and 
the cause should be ascertained. 

When the gas collects into large pockets we find 
that the patient has various distressing symptoms 
such as a sense of fullness, sharp colicky pains, 
rumbling noises, belching, the passing of foul- 
smelling gases, bloated feeling, etc. If the gas is in 
the upper part of the stomach and is pressing 
against the heart, the patient is likely to suffer 
from a choking feeling, and has a shortness of 
breath and a palpitation or too-rapid beating of the 
heart which scares him into thinking he has some 
serious heart disease. During an attack of asthma 
@ gas pocket is usually present, pushing up against 
the diaphragm and intensifying the attack. If you 
examine a patient who is suffering from a great 
deal of gas you will find the abdomen distended, it 
feels taut, the skin seems stretched and the pres- 
sure of the fingers may give rise to pain. When 
much gas is present the abdomen may be similar 
to a balloen which has been blown up hard. Those 
who have distress while taking the enema will find 
that the trouble is often due to excessive pressure 
from gas and that as soon as the gas is passed, the 
abdomen becomes comfortable again 

The worst gas attacks usually occur during the 
night and nightmares, sleeplessness and a flutter- 
ing of the heart which make the hours of darkness 
seem miserable, are often due to large quantities 
of intestinal gas. The accummulation of gas will 
usually aggravate any nervous symptoms and the 
patient will not the appearance of cold hands, 
chills, and an anxious frame of mind sometimes 
before he is aware of the excessive gas pressure. 
Many diseases of the stomach or intestines are 
accompanied by flatulency, whether indigestion 
gastritis, constipation, diarrhea, prolapsus, etc. It is 
especially likely to be present with colitis, when 
the presence of these pockets of gas will press on 
the inflamed intestine and cause great discomfort. 

MANY CAUSES OF GAS 


Some of the causes of excessive gas are: Wrong 
food combinations, overeating; eating too rapidly; 
eating when tived; indigestible food such as fried 
foods; a bad habit of swallowing air without know- 
it; and the use of foods which are gas-forming 
themselves, such as beans, cooked cabbage 
meions, peanuts, onions and garlic. 


The most common foods which are likely to pro- 
duce flatulence when wrongly combined are the 
starches. When undigested starch passes through 
the small intestine it usually ferments causing what 
might be called starch indigestion. Starch indiges- 
tion may be avoided by thoroughly chewing all 
starchy foods and by avoiding eating with the 
starches the foods which greatly stimulate the acid 
secretions of the stomach. That is, avoid meat, eggs, 
cheese or acids at a starchy meal. The combina- 


tion of starch and sugar sh ded by those 
with a tendency to excessi ga as these two 
foods readily ferm leading t ulency. When 


there is an inflarnr or obstruction of the in- 
testines the use of raw fruits and green vegetables 
will sause a delay ni the passage and induce gas 
Where there are pockets in the intestines, such as 
are commonly found in constipation, a portion of 
the food may remain much longer than it should 
and undergo putrefaction and fermentation, pro- 
ducing large quantities of gas

ANSWER: Parsley is a succulent vegetable 
very rich in iron and potash. Because of its chemi- 
cal composition it has a beneficial effect upon an 
inflamed urinary tract, tending to counteract some 
of - acidity of the kidney's excretion, when this 
aci y is present in too large a percentage. Parsley 
is best served with a salad of other vegetables, and 
the best way to prepare it is by grinding it through 
a vegetable grinder, using a large enough amount 
to make it one half of the salad. It may then be 
mixed with or sprinkled over any other salad veg- 
etable such as cucumbers, chopped celery, or ground 
carrots. It might be boiled and the water taken as 
a drink, if the patient desires it
